TAKING OUR TEMPERATURE 


Of Interest 


]t, sometimes happens on the 
farm that for a few weeks during 
the spring and summer there i s a 
surplus of imiilk. It is often im¬ 
possible to sell this, yet the prac¬ 
tice of feedling it to pigs or chick¬ 
ens may not be profitable or nec¬ 
essary. A far mlore economical 
way to dispose 'of it is to turn it 
into cheese for hoimte use. 

It should be undestood that it 
is cheese for home use only which 
is here referred tioi. 

The business of cheesemaking, 
though profitable, needs time, 
skilled labor and the whole output 
of milk. The is a considerable 
quantity of high grade imported 
cheese is Canada at this time which 
the unexperienced maker could 
not compete with, but with cheese 
for home uise the case is some¬ 
what different. It is quite pos¬ 
sible to make a nutritious and ap- 
petiingt product for this purpose 
(without being a skilled cheesmak- 
er - 

The type of cheese known as 
“soft cheese” is convenient for 
tW,o( reasons : being small they can 
hie made according to the milk at 
the maker’s disposal and the 
equipment required may usually 
be found in the farm-kitchen. Soft

A few Observatione about 
Clin 1 cal Thermometers 

In winter and spring when la- 
grippe is rampant, many of us 
make use of clinical thermometers 
but few gi'V e thought (especially 
if the mercury reads above nor¬ 
mal point)to the nature of the 
little instrument which is found 
in practically every household. 
Probably the (clinical thermometer 
is the mlost widlly used of any 
pathological isstrument, and, al¬ 
though familiarity may breed con¬ 
tempt the accuracy of these small 
thermometers dues actually com¬ 
pare very favorably with that of 
the much more costly instruments 
used in scientific laboratories- 

The clinical thermometer, in 
comlmon with it’s large brethren 
is subject to errors winch may give 
rise to fictitious indications. Un¬ 
less speteial glass is used for the 
thin bulb containing the mercury, 
errors wdl accumulate for some 
considerable timig after manufac¬ 
ture due to slow’ shrinkage which 
takes place- extending sometimes 
for years. Often, too gas en¬ 
trapped in the walls of the ther¬ 
mometer stem passes into the fine 
capillary hole and results in por¬ 
tions of the mercury becoming; de¬ 
tached from the mla'n coluims. 
These pieces may pass unnoticed 
and incorrect temperatures may 
be indicated. 

Then too, clinical thermometers 
have troubles of their own—due

RECIPES FOR MILK DRINKS 


THE CORN GROP 


It is , universally known that 
milk, besides being 1 a refreshing 
drink is a very valuable food, sup¬ 
plying the necessary elements for 
growth' and! health in an easily 
digestible form. Unfortunately, 
many adults and some crildhen 
live a distaste for milk in its nat¬ 
ural state. The Dominion Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture lias just is¬ 
sued a small circular distributed 
free by its Publications Branch, 
Ottawa, which gives a number of 
recipes for milk drinks to suit 
any taste. They are easy 1 to pre¬ 
pare, dhlicious and refreshings In 
making them, ordinary household 
flavoring extracts, spices, juices 
from fresh or canned fruits, or 
fruit syrups may be used; soda 
water unay or may not be added. 
These recipes w|ill he especially 
valuable in the case of children 
who have a fancied dislike for 
milk and for invalids whose food 
consists Imtainly of liquids, and 
who would relish a change in the 
flavor and appearance of the milk 
they drink.

Corn has proved io!ne of th e most 
satisfactory fallow substitute 
crops under observation at In¬ 
dian Head Experimental Farm 
one of the most important forage 
and is rapidly deveUping into 
cropis in Southern Saskatche¬ 
wan.

I wonder how many of our community friends 
appreciate the fact that if it were not for their home town merchants 
who contribute in the way of taxes o- the up-keep of roads, schools, 
bridges, churtches, social work, etc, how much they (the farmers in 
these districts) would have to pay on increased taxes. Ad these

others who dwell in the village centres, but the mail rder concerns, 
while draining evejjy district of a vast proportion of leal business 
never contribute one cent to the upkeep of -these institutions and 
activities.

through the Gap, two almost vertical wails of dizzy height, streaked and 
capped with snow and ice. Here we come to Banff, headquarters of 
the Rocky Mountains Park, a wonderful region of 2,751 square miles 
embracing rivers, lakes and noble mountain ranges. 

From Banff to Windermere, 104 miles, the party under Professor 
Laird will go by automobile. Then from Windermere to Kootenay, 
through beautiful Kootenay Lake to Nelson. Leaving Nelson they pass 
through the Doukhobor country to Penticton, skirt Okanagan Lake, 
cross Fraser River at Hope and proceed to Vancouver. After two days 
at Vancou\pr the party sails to Victoria, affording an opportunity of 
seeing the famous Crystal Gardens. 

Travelling back to the East the trip takes in the Fraser and Thomp¬ 
son River panyons, and in especial the marvellous Lake Louise district. 
At the lattpr may be seen the white smoke of avalanches that go thunder¬ 
ing down fucm the glacier four miles away. Lake Louise is about a 
mile and Quarter long and nearly half a mile wide. The Indians say 
its wat-erswrc distilled from peacocks’ tails and paved with mother-of- 
pearl, and into them pour those wild blue waters whose colors are mixed 
on the palette of the glaciers. 

On the journey back East the trip is varied by calls at Edmonton 
and Saskatoon, while the awe-inspiring Devil’s Gap near Kenora is also 
taken in. A full day is-spent at each of these places. From Fort Wil¬ 
liam the party embarks on a Canadian Pacific steamboat on which they 
traverse Lakes Superior and Huron to Port McNicoll whence a short 
trip to Toronto ends the journey. I 

While the trip is under the leadership of Professor Sinclair Laird 
it is by no meaps confined to travellers who belong to the teaching pro¬ 
fession, and in former years a large proportion has been composed of 
people drawn from industrial, business and municipal circles who desire 
to increase in this pleasant and unique manner their acquaintance with 
the facts of. their own country.

A USE FOR SURPLUS MILK 


tical work. 

General requirements may be 
summed up as follows 

1. Clean milk. 

2. Well-ventilated roam: in which 
the temperature tean be kept be¬ 
tween 50' and 80 degrees far. 

3. Utensils: These vhry some¬ 
what according to the cheese to 
be made but must include in every 
case a floating' dairy thermometer 
and two tuibs or pails, one larger 
than the other, which take the 
place of the cheese vat. 

4. Commercial Rennet. 

The foilcaving varieties are sug¬ 
gested' as being suitable for the 
home cheesemiaker. 

Soft Cheese— Pont l’Elveque: 
A small cheese, square or oblong, 
weighing, when ripe, 12 to 13 oz. 
Twenty-five pounds of milk 
makes thre cheese and it is ready 
for use in two or three weeks and 
a mild flavor. 

Coulommier : Small,circular in 
shape, weighing 16 ioiz. if eaten 
fresh (three,or four days old). At 
that time it has an acid flavor and 
is nice with salad- If kept another 
week this flavor improves but the 
weight decreases to 12 oz. Fifteen 
pounds of wilk makes three chees¬ 
es. 

Hard Che e se.— Cheshire: Can 
be made in various sizes; 85 lbs. of 
milk makes a cheese weighing 


from 6 to 7 pounds when ripe> 
which will probably be in three 
months from the time lof making. 
This cheese has a mild flavor and 
can be used in cooking or served 
in any way desired .Curd knives 
are needed for it’s manufacture 
and! it would not be satisfactory 
made with les s than 50 pounds of 
milk. Small sizes dry up too 
much during the ripening process.

Climat- 
tiio conditions must be taken into 
consideration to a certain extent, 
though they are not goi important 
in the case of cheese for home use- 
The ideal is an equitable tempera¬ 
ture (avoiding extremes of heat 
and cold) and moist air. 

Home cheese,making can be car¬ 
ried ion with success under con¬ 
siderable modification of the ideal 
conditions, but the further away 
from the best, the greater the 
skill required by the cheesemaker, 
and in localities where extreme

EDGERTON ECHOES 


These errors are quite frequent¬ 
ly encountered. The National 
Physical Laboratory >n England 
reported that in one series of nine 
thousand thermometers tested 
twenty-eight per cent were found 
unreliable. Good makers have a 
much smaller percentage of fail¬ 
ures. As a comparison with the 
figures quoted above, one firm in 
the same year had only twenty- 
five instruments rejected out of 
fifteen thousand and most of these 
were for minor defects. 

At the National Physical Lab¬ 
oratory the number of clinical 
thermometers tested lias averaged 
as high as twenty-five thousand 
per week throughout the year 
tins figure gives some idea of the 
number of clinical thermometers 
jn ire. In Canada, tests to clin¬ 
ical thermometers similar to those 
made at the National Ph.vs’cal 
Laboratory are undertaken by the 
Phymeal Testing Labortow, Topo¬ 
graph Yal survey, Department of 
Interior, Ottawa. 

This laboratory has special 
equipment fdr the Vb'rk, and reg¬ 
ularly issues certificates of appro- 
al for thermometers for the Gov- 
1 eminent service, hospitals, and the 
| Canadian public generally.

Cultivated Crops Needed 
Corn is an important crop to 
consider in (making this change. 
As feed for livestock it has no 
equal and the thorough cultiva¬ 
tion pf the s oil which is secured in 
growing it is just what is needed 
Properly cultivating a croip of 
corn leaves it in as good a condi¬ 
tion for a crop of grain as sum- 
merfallow, besides 1 the crop pays 
for 'the work and make 55 it possible 
to return something to the soil- 
The need of such a crop as corn 
is so great tha 1 every effort pos¬ 
sible should be made to grow it 
successfully. More attent-on must 
be given toi producing acclimated 
home-grown varieties, and care¬ 
fully saving seed. There will be 
year 8 , suc h as 1915 and 1917, 
when corn will be almost a fail¬ 
ure, but there is no crop that is 
no 1 liable to fail occasionally. In 
some localities sunflowers may 
find a place and prove more cer¬ 
tain than corn. 

The Pit Silo or Trench Silo 
A great many farmers hesitate 
to s tart raising corn because they 
have no silo, and are afraid of the 
expense of ereefting one. The pit 
silo or a trench silo i s the solution 
to this problenn They cost very 
liRle cash; do not freeze or blow 
down; any farmer can build 
them, and they save tb c feed. A 
farmer with ten head of cattle 
(jc-uld well aff'u-t to build a small 
pit silo which may he filled with 
very little expense of machin: ry 
and would be of incalculable 
value to him, especially in years 
of short drops.’
